1 . Claims 7-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record, As to claims 7-19, Cocolios et al fails to teach each and every 
limitation of the instant invention. Specifically, fails to teach or reasonably suggest the 
claimed order of the labyrinth, means for injecting inert gas and a channel in relation to 
the chamber having an entry device adjacent to and just prior to the chamber wherein a 
running product passing through the entry device would come in contact with the 
labyrinth system followed by the means for injecting inert gas followed by the channel 
before passing to the Chamber. Claim 20 is allowed for the same reasons described on 
the Final action sent on 02/18/10.
